ARE WE F FOR THE TRUTH?

Ox the 16th of 8 1832, the Prophet Joseph Smith and Sidney Rigdon 
were favored with one of the most interesting and important heavenly visions 
ever given to man. In it was revealed the final destiny of the human family 
in the various kingdoms of glory to which they will be assigned as rewards to 
them for the deeds done in the body. There is more satisfactory and sound 
doctrine in it concerning the great question of the future rewards and punish- 
ments of the human family than can be found in all the creeds, articles of 
faith and commentaries of uninspired modern Christianity. It bears evidence 
of its own divinity in the light it sheds upon the apparent difficulty of recon- 
ciling the justice of God with His mercy in the ultimate destiny of mankind, 
and in the solution of which modern theology has so signally failed as to 
bring serious thought and dark doubt to many a sincere and humble believer 
in God's word; for, accepting the Scriptural doctrine that all mankind will be 
judged according to the deeds done in the body, which commends itself to 
our instinctive sense of justice and right, the mind revolts at the dogma of 
apostate Christianity which teaches that everlasting perdition and torture, 
from which there will never be any possible escape, will be the doom of the 
very great majority of the human family, while only a favored few will ever 
enjoy any degree of happiness.

We cannot 
reagonably be expectéd to be valiant for something we do not understand. 
Valor in such a cause would be mere bigotry and blind obstinacy. Hence, 
the application of the words we have quoted would be restricted to those 
classes of people who having received an understanding of the testimony of 
Jesus, as presented to them by the servants of God, through fear or love of 
the world or other causes fail to embrace and acknowledge it, or, having 
received it fail to maintain it with that steadiness and devotion which would 
entitle them to be counted valiant in its cause. 

The number of people who hear the Gospel of Jesus Christ ond become 
convinced. of its truth, and yet fail to receive it and yield an obedience to its 
requirements, will never be known until the secrets of all hearts are revealed. 
An ignoble fear of the world or a love of its pleasures, and a dread of the 
disagreeable consequences that they think will result from the acceptance 
and practice of a doctrine that has always been unpopular, deter them from 
receiving that which they are well assured is the true Gospel and plan of 
salvation. That such people under these circumstances can never attain to 
celestial glory is very evident in the light of the revelation we have quoted 
from, and reason also teaches us they would be unworthy to receive a reward 
they did not earn, and a crown for which they had suffered no cross. So far 
from being valiant for the truth, they did not even enlist under its banner, 
and inaamuch as they comprehended and believed it was the truth, the 
greater will be their condemnation for not receiving it. 

But there are still others to whom the words we have quoted have closer 
and more direct application. These are they who have not only believed in, 
but have received the testimony of Jesus which can only be given by the 
Holy Spirit, for we are told elsewhere in Holy Writ that the testimony of 
Jesus is the spirit of prophecy. The Latter-day Saints, therefore, will 
readily perceive the consistency of our remark that these words of the reve- 
lation have great interest for us, and are worthy of our thought and attention. 
They tell us plainly enough that although we may receive the testimony of 
Jesus, or in other words of the same import—the testimony of the Holy 
Spirit—it is still possible for us to fail to obtain that glorious prize for which 
we have set ont, that great reward of which we sing and for which we pray— 
the reward of an inheritance and a crown in the celestiel kingdom of God, 
where we can receive of the presence of the Son and of the fullness of the 
Father.” The revelation gives us to understand that all this may be lost, not 
alone by apostasy from the Church. and kingdom of God, nor by the com- 
mission of grievous and deadly sins, but also by a failure on our part to take 
that positive, uncompromising stand in favor and défense of the truth, that 
clear and unmistakable and unwavering positio for the right whenever a 
crisis or issue arises in our lives, a course 80 tforward, decisive and 
bold whenever @ principle or duty is involved that it can truthfully be said 
of us we are “ valiant for the testimony of Jesus.” Let us take the time 
and trouble to bring onan under close and impartial review, and see if 
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we are fairly entitled to be considered not only favorably inclined to the 
truth but valiant for it. There is in many of us a disposition to compromise 
with evil, to deviate from strict principle, to excuse a fault and justify a 
neglect of duty (in ourselves), to be indulgent to our own weaknesses and 
failings, to tamper with things that we think have only a slight appearance 
of evil, to deceive ourselves as to the exact truth when it is disagreeable to 
us, and to fail to draw the straight sharp line between right and wrong in all 
that we do and say. Is it not possible that some of us will have a rude 
awakening, if not in this life in the next (which will be worse), and learn to 
our sorrow that the crown is not for us, and that we wes lost it because we 
were not valiant for the truth? — 
It is a disagreeable experience to be Ateappoiuted: 24 the Nantes of its 
sorrow is proportioned to the greatness of our hopes and the value and 
importance of the thing in which we are disappointed. Our hope of celestial 
-glory is the greatest that can be indulged in by humanity, and the prize we 
seek to obtain is too glorious for us to fully conceive of. So, if we fail to 
obtain it, will our disappointment and sorrow be more intense than we can 
now imagine. Then let us avoid that disappointment by living in such a way 
that will certainly secure the reward and the crown. To do so we must be 
so valiant for the truth that we will never defend the slightest wrong, though 
we ourselves may be the wrong doers. We must be brave enough to practice 
and defend the right as well as believe in it and preach it, and be so valiant 
for the testimony of Jesus that we will proclaim it to friend and foe, relative 
and stranger, in private and public. We must never be ashamed of our 
religion, our people and our God. If we are ashamed of our Savior before 
men He will be ashamed of us before His Heavenly Father. We will often 
find it takes more courage to face the contumely and scorn and prejudices of 
the world than to face the weapons of death, but we must not flinch: We 
must be brave enough when duty requires it to say, No! to the seductive 
arguments of friends as well as to the threats of enemies. A cause that is 
not worth being valiant for is not worth enlisting in. If our religion is 
worth anything it is worth everything. The. lives and labors of the faithful 
‘servants of God in all ages are before us. If we would have as great a glory 
and reward we must imitate their examples. If we would have as bright a 
crown we must be as valiant for the truth as they were. Our Heavenly | 
‘Father will strengthen us for the conflict as He ‘strengthened them, if we 
show the same willingness in His service, for we must give Him our whole 
-hearts, our undivided devotion, and serve n with our whole: me might

At that time he 
accompanied Apostle E. T. Benson, and they had a time of rejoicing with the 
Saints in the London Conference, who then numbered far more than they do 
now. He then made some kindly but significant remarks on the privilege 
and duty of gathering to Zion, and spoke enthusiastically of the blessings 
and prospects of the Latter-day Saints, notwithstanding the prejudices and 
opposition we meet from the world. He thought the time would come when 
the judgments of the Almighty would wake up this nation to an appreciation 
of the testimonies of the Elders, and concluded by praying for the deliver- 
ance of the Saints from Babylon.

On our arrival at that place one 


of them entered our car and told us 


that we would not proceed any fur- 


ther that night, and probably not for 
several days, as the brakesmen were 
“on strike“ Our train formed what 
is known as the first section of the 
regular passenger train. Soon after 
our arrival the second section came in 


d bearing the U.S. mail. This was also 


detained for a while, but it was finally 
agreed between the “strikers” and 
the railway .officials that such trains 
should be unmolested, although this 
decision was not reached until the 
sheriff had made his appearance and 
the law bearing on the question was 
read. The train then moved out 
without further resistance. The east- 
ern bound train of the following morn- 
ing was likewise allowed to :depart. 
I received word from one of the offici- 
als that it was the intention to try 
and move our train, although he did 
not know that we would be allowed 
to go. After some delay an engine 
was attached to our train, and with- 
out the usual warning, and while 
some of our company were absent 


(for whom another Elder and myself 


were searching), the train moved out 
the “caboose” which 


at the moment of starting. Owing to 
the threatening aspect of the “strik- 
ers” the conductor of the train did not 
wait for our little party who were 
following up the track with the hope 
that he would do so. On our return 
to the station our numbers were in- 
creased to twelve by others of the 
company who had stepped off the 
train just at the wrong time. One 
sister's nursing babe was on the train, 
and another sister had three young 
children on the train for whom she 
was filled with deep concern. One of 
the officials told me that they would 
try and send us forward to overtake 


the train with an engine and ca- 


boose,” but when all was in readiness 
for us to start the “strikers” un- 
coupled the train, and then followed a 
heated conversation and dispute, du- 
ring which it looked as though we 
would witness some shedding of 
blood, but fortunately such was not 
the case, Another coupling-pin was 
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procured and orders siven to the 
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engineer to start. A contrary request 
was made by one of the esmen, 
and I was not very certain which the 
engineer would ey He put on the 
steam and started the engine, but not 
the train, for-the pin had again been 
withdrawn and the engine shot for- 
ward over a switch which was im- 
mediately turned so as to prevent a 
return, and amid the shouts and 
cheers of the assembled multitude 
the brakesmen seized the “caboose, 
pushed us back about 100 yards and 
switched us on to aside track. We 
alighted from the car and returned 
to the station, where we were told by 
the official that he would try and put 
us on the engine. We went forward 
and were followed by the crowd; some 
of the brakesmen strove to intimidate 
the sisters by telling them that the 
engine might blow up at any moment. 
We succeeded in getting the women 
into the engineer s quarters, while four 
of us men rode on the tender and took 
the smoke and cinders for about 
thirty-five minutes, while we made a 
journey of twenty-three_miles, when 
we overtook the train. The company 
were equally elated with us at our 
deliverance, and manifested their joy 
at our return by filling the windows 
and platforms of the cars to get a 
view of those who had been left. 

On our arrival at Rawlins our train 
was taken in charge by the “strikers” 
of that place, and we were again side- 
tracked; but after learning by wire 
that .the “strikers” at Laramie h 
consented to the departure of our 
train providing the officials 2 
cure a conductor (who would endure 

stigma of. 1 a “ scab” by 
the Knights of Labor), and that no 
brakesmen should go with the train, 
the chief “striker” at Rawlins gave 
orders for us to be allowed to depart 
under the same provisions. We were 
soon speeding away on our journey 
with a conductor but no brakesmen. 
We got along very well, and at Green 
River (the beginning of another divi-. 
sion), we were supplied with the usual 
uota of- brakesmen. We reached 
gden without further interference.
